A Fight to the Finish— 

A fight to the finish against the 
Oregon anti-labor law was prom- 
ised in Portland by Jceseph A, Pad- 
way, Washington, D. C., general 
counsel for the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

“We're going to take the Ore- 
gon law and tear it to pieces,” 
Padway said. “I feel the United 
States supreme court will re- 
turn the constitution to the 
people of this state.” 

Padway declared the A. F. of L. 
would push the fight against the 
union regulatory law, which re- 
cently was upheld by an Oregon 
circuit court decision. He also said 
the Oregon law, which labor 
charges curbs the rights of free 
speech and assembly, “is taking a 
determined twist in other states 
such as ... Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Minnesota and Pennsylvania.”

AFL Opposes Dismemberment 
Of United States Labor Dept. 


Executive Council Declares Transfer of 
Employment Service to Federal Social Security 
Agency “Sets a Precendent Which Unless Reversed 
Will Make Dept. of Labor Only An Empty Name” 


The dismemberment of the United ; employment service to the new 


States department of labor, begun 
by the removal of the U. S. employ- 
ment service from the department 
under the plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of governmental departments 
was strongly condemned by the ex- 
ecutive council of the American 
Federation of Labor in their report 
to the annual convention of the 
federation in session. 


Pointing out that the labor de- 
partment was established by con- 
gress in 1913, following repeated 
demands made by the American 
Federation of Labor during many 
years, and that since its establish- 
ment a number of governmental 
services directly connected with 
the welfare of labor, including the 
U. S. employment service, have 
been added to the department, the 
executive council said. 


“When the social security act 
was drafted and enacted in 1935, it 
provided old age benefits on a con- 
tributory basis, unemployment 
compensation, and public assist- 
ance. When this legislation was in 
the making the American Federa- 
tion of Labor favored locating its 
administration within the depart- 
ment of labor, because old age ben- 
efits and unemployment compensa- 
tion are rights of labor. However, 


the administration was made inde-| 


pendent. 
“As soon as unemployment com- 


pensation reached the stage of 
benefit payments, administrative 
difficulties began to accumulate. 


The executive agencies for the pay- 
ment are the public employment 
offices which are under federal and 
state departments of labor. No leg- 
islative thought had been given to 
coordination of functions and con- 
trol. 
Transfer to Federal Social 
Security Agency Deplored 

“The employment service is the 
department of labor’s response to 
its mandate to provide working 
people with ‘better opportunities of 
employment.’ The lives of working 
people and their families are or- 
ganized around their jobs. Through 
all their producing years, they are 


in and out of employment service 
for help in getting new jobs or 
better jobs. 

“The employment service is one 
agency about whose location in the 
department of labor no question 
developed. It is primarily a labor 
service. It was therefore a most un- 
expected and unwarranted = re- 
versal of what we had built up by 
half a century of struggle and per- 
sistent effort, when, under author- 
ity to reorganize governmental de-

empty name. Dismembering 
state departments of labor has 
been serious during the year, but 
this blow at the federal depart- 
ment of labor nullifies the act 
creating the department. 

“We recommend that the Amer 
ican Federation of Labor do every- 
thing in its power to reverse the 
decision dismembering the depart- 
ment of labor and that we be pre- 
pared to insist that the functions 
and the services of the department 
of labor be increased and expand- 
ed by adequate appropriation and 
the necessary authorizing legisla- 
tion until the department of labor 
is really able to promote the wel- 
fare of all those dependent on 
work for incomes. 

Department’s Scope Should Be 
Extended, Not Contracted 

“Our conception of the scope of 
the groups to be served by the de- 
partment of labor has steadily ex- 


panded. The coverage of labor law 
should be expanded to cover all 
labor — whether agricultural, do- 
mestic, industry, commerce or 
service. The functions of the de- 
partment of labor should expand 
accordingly and the department 


should be made truly the depart- 
ment of labor, so that labor’s voice 
may be heard in the president 
decisions affecti 
are discussed and decided.’ 
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Conaress Passed Twenty-Three 


Bills Benefiting 


the Workers 


One Million More Persons Included in Social 
Security Act Coverage; $1,477,000 Appropriated for 
Unemployment Work to Provide Work for Jobless 


Although the first session of the 
seventy-sixth which ad- 
journed last August, failed to en- 


act certain legislation authorizing 
large appropriations which would 
have mitigated the unemployment 
problem, the congress did enact a 
number of bills favorable to work- 
ing men and women, the executive 
council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor reported to the an- 
nual convention of the federation. 
In summarizing the legislation, the 
executive council said: 

“While the 76th congress began 
its session with an apparent deter- 
mination to economize, it appro- 
priated $13,349,020,564.39—the larg- 
est appropriation ever made in any 
year, even during the war. 

“Because more than 10,000,000 
men and women are unemployed, 
labor suffered most from the econ- 
omy program. The spend and lend 
bill to appropriate $2,390,000,000 to 
be loaned to states, municipalities 
and other public bodies for the fi- 
nancing of a program of recover- 


congress, 


able expenditures was killed by the 
house. The object of the appropria- 
tion was to give work to the unem- 
ployed. 

“Then another crushing blow for 
the unemployed building and allied 
trades workers was the defeat of 
the bill appropriating an addi- 
tional $800,000,000 for housing and 
slum clearance. The _ insufficient 
appropriation for work relief re- 
sulted in the discharge of more 
than 1,000,000 men and women. 
Furthermore, the PWA was re- 
fused any appropriations, thus af- 
fecting the building trades work- 
ers who have suffered severely dur- 
ing the depression. 


“The spend and lend bill and the 


housing appropriation were defeat- 
ed during the closing days of con- 
gress. 

“However, the American Feder- 
ation of Labor secured a number 
of laws beneficial to labor. It 
defeated several that would 
been of great injury to labor. 
Social Security Enlarged 

“Among favorable legislation en- 
acted by congress and measures 
defeated are the following:

“1. Amendments to the social se- 
curity act providing for liberal 
pensions for several groups, ad- 
vancing for two years date when 
old age pensions will take effect, 
adding approximately 1,000,000 per- 
sons to those already covered, and 
maintaining for the next three 


years that 1 per cent employe-em- 
ployer old age pension tax. 

“2, Appropriation of $50,000 for 
the civil liberties committee to 
complete investigations on the west 
coast. 

“3. Beneficial aniendments to em- 
ployers’ liability act of 1908 appli- 
cable to railroad men and seamen. 

“4, Amendments to naturaliza- 
tion law enabling a person to qual- 
ify for citizenship who entered the 
United States prior to July 1, 1924, 
even though there is no record of 
permanent admission. 

“5, Extending to December 31, 
1940, the time in which Filipinos 
will be provided free transporta- 
tion to their native land. 

“6. Appropriation of $1,200,000 for 
wage and hour administration after 
the house refused any appropria- 
tion, 

“T. Appropriation of approxi- 
mately $2,000,000,000 for national 
defense.

Five West Coast 
Organizations Cited by 
NLRB As Puppets of 
Employers 


A. F. of L. Joins in Attack 


Senate Spy Committee 
Sends Investigators to 
Trace ‘Associated 
Farmers’ ” Funds 


For years masked anti-labor or- 
ganizations, “fronting” for employ- 
ers under fake names, have warred 
against Pacific coast unions. They 
have used armed vigilantes, pro- 
fessional strikebreakers and other 
strong-arm mobs to smash work- 
ers' organizations. 

This week government agencies 
began catching up on these groups, 
and at the same time unions 
launched a counter-attack in sev- 
eral states. 

The national labor relations 
board went into action against a 
batch of them in California. It is- 
sued a complaint naming five em- 
ployers’ puppet organizations as 
being in league to break down bona 
fide unionism, 

Masqueraders Unmasked 

Those accused were Southern 
Californians, Inc.; Neutral Thou- 
sands, Inc.; the Employes’ Advisory 
Service, the California Canvas Job- 
club and the Merchants’ and 
association of Los 


bers’ 
Manufacturers’ 
Angeles. 
Southern Californians and Neu- 
tral Thousands masqueraded as so- 
cieties devoted to “promoting har-| 
mony” between employers and 
workers, the complaint pointed out, 
while the employes’ advisory serv-| 


ice operated ostensibly as a job- 
placement agency. 
Actually these three outfits, to- 


gether with the other two listed in 


the board to be engaged in a con-j 
spiracy to break unions by every 
possible means. 

Associated Farmers Under Fire 

Meanwhile, on other fronts, the 
self-styled “Associated Farmers,” | 
one of the most notorious anti- 
labor aggregations in the United 
States, was under widespread at- 
tack. 

Investigators for the La Follette 
Civil Liberties committee started 
an exhaustive probe of its activi-j| 
ties and to trace the sources of its 
funds, which are known to come 
from banking and industrial in- 


terests. 

Committee investigators will also } 
look into the shockingly brutal} 
methods used by California’s big} 
agricultural corporations to smash | 
unions of migratory farm workers | 
seeking to raise pitifully low wage! 
scales. Tie-ups, between the anti-| 
union bosses and labor-hating em- 
ployers elsewhere will likewise be 
scrutinized. 

Arizona Demands Action 

Another labor onslaught on the 
Associated Farmers was initiated 
in Arizona, when the state federa-| 


tion of labor pledged its full re 
sources to any union that becomes 
a victim of the phoney farm ot 


ganization’s raids 


Nut Packers | 
Return to Work 


About 500 members of the dried | 
fruit and nut packers’ union re-| 
turned to work Monday at the 
Rosenberg and California packing 
plants after nine weeks of strike. 

The workers were granted an in- | 
crease in wages from 2% to 7 cents 
an hour, the union shop and other 
conditions requested by the union 
when the strike began. 

Three plants were involved in the 
nine weeks’ strike but only two re- 
opened to the union workers this 
week; the California Prune and 
Apricot Growers’ association plant 
refused to discharge two strike-| 
breakers, union leaders said, and | 
for this reason the unionists did | 
not return to work Monday. | 

The question of hours will be ne- 
gotiated later, union officials said.

nouncing the determination of the 
CIO to raid the building trades 
unions, which are already strongly 
organized in the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. 

In regard to this proposed raid 
and the truth it reveals relative to 
the real purpose of the CIO, the 
executive council said: 

“Here the chieftain of the rebel 
CIO movement has made his posi- 
tion and the position of said rebel 
organization clear, explicit and 
definite. The mask of pretension 
that the rebel CIO was formed for 
the purpose of carrying on a cam- 
paign of education among organ- 
ized and unorganized workers and 
to organize the unorganized em- 
ployed in the mass production in- 
dustries, was cast aside. 


“Surely the most unsuspecting of 
the membership of the American 
Federation of Labor can see and 
understand that it was the purpose 
of the CIO to carry on a relentless 
industrial warfare within the ranks 
of labor, to raid established Amer-|

“Such action represents the cor- 
rect interpretation of the age-long 
aims and purposes of the men and 
women of labor. 


Difference Between A. F. of L. 
And CIO 

“The people of the nation have 
presented to them an object lesson: 
On the one hand, the American 
Federation of Labor endeavoring 
to establish one solid brotherhood 
of labor in the United States and 
Canada, a movement whose 
strength lies in unity, an organiza- 
tion made invulnerable and inde- 
structible because it was knit to 
gether by a common, united, solid 
bond of brotherhood and frater- 
nity; on the other hand we behold 
the formation of the CIO, in a 
field where the organized labor 
movement as developed by the best 
thought, judgment and experience 
of the members of said labor move- 
ment, was already functioning; 
formed for the avowed purpose of 


substituting force for voluntary 
action, and the control of the labor 
movement through autocratic and 
dictatorial methods as a substitute 
for democratic control and demo- 
cratic procedure. 

“The men and women of labor as 
well as all their friends may judge 
from the record made and from 
the policies which have been pur- 
sued. 

C1O Formed by One Man 
To Dominate Labor 

“The executive council disavows 
any responsibility whatever for the 
war which is being carried on with- 
in the organized labor movement 
and for the division, discord and 
hatred which prevail within the 
ranks of labor. To the contrary we

A, few weeks ago the state build- 
ing and construction trades coun- 
cil issued a warning that it was a 
punishable crime for a non-union 
man to wear a union button. The 
warning was issued because non- 
unionists in various parts of the 
state had been “getting by’ on jobs 
by wearing illegally obtained union 
buttons and pretending that they 
were union men. 


Patrick Nolan, the energetic sec- 
retary of the San Diego Building 
Trades Council, has launched a 
drive to stop these non-unionists 
from wearing union buttons in San 
Diego county. Secretary Nolan pre- 
ferred charges against non-union 
roofers who were illegally wear- 
ing union buttons. The fakers were 
arrested and hailed before Judge 
Daney. Upon the evidence being 
submitted which proved that non- 
union workmen were’ wearing 
a union button in violation of the 
state law, Judge Daney found the 
defendants guilty and imposed a 
suitable fine.

When labor speaks, America speaks. 

This week in Cincinnati, organized labor lifted up its voice for peace. 
The representatives of more than five million American workers, meet- 
ing in Cincinnati for the 59th annual convention of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, cheered as one man when President William Green 
sounded a ringing keynote of peace and neutrality. 

Let us picture the scene for those of you who were not fortunate 
enough to be present at this stirring occasion. Thronged in the spark- 
ling and flag-draped Hall of Mirrors at the Netherland Plaza hotel in 
Cincinnati were more than 500 delegates to the convention, seated at 
long tables stretching from the rostrum to the doors, Along the sides 
and in the guileries were crowded hundreds of visitors, men and women 
eagerly intent on the proceedings. On the platform were the mayor of 
the city, the governor of the state and all the high officials of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Before this impressive audience, President Green arose and spoke. 
With calmness and restraint he reviewed the problems affecting Amer- 
ica that have arisen from the Puropean conflict. And then he said: 

“T am confident that when this great congress of labor expresses 
itself it will be in opposition to European entanglements and to any in- 
volvement in a European war. It will be for the preservation of our 
peaceful, democratic form of government in the United States of 
America.” 

The resounding cheer that greeted his words gave convincing proof 
that the delegates enthusiastically agreed. 

THE PAST AND FUTURE 

After summing up the achievements of the past year—the gains in 
membership, in political, legislative and economic power—President 
Green came to the one subject which perhaps most deeply concerned the 
labor leaders present. We mean, of course, the problem of reuniting 
labor in America. He told the story of the peace negotiations to date, he 
outlined the A. F. of L. position for the future and there was not one 
murmur of dissent. 

“Some in our movement,” Mr. Green remarked, “have asked why we 
don’t settle our differences. Well, they might as well ask Mr. Chamber- 
lain and Mr. Daladier, representing the democratic nations of England 
and France, why they don’t settle with Mr. Hitler.” 

That same evening, in a radio address broadcast to the entire nation, 
President Green drew the parallel even closer. He pointed out that Hitler 
had responded to frantic pleas for peace by invading Poland; that John 
L. Lewis had responded to President Roosevelt’s plea for labor peace by 
invading the building trades unions. 

Mr. Green asked the public to recall that Hitler had said that he would; 
be ready to make peace after he had grabbed what he wanted; and that 
Lewis had said that he would be ready for labor peace once he had 
seized what he wanted and would be in a position to dictate the peace 
terms. 

Hitler was the world’s outstanding foe of communism; Lewis was at 
one time labor’s foremost opponent of communism. Now Hitler has en- 
tered into partnership with the reds; and Lewis has too, as many of his 
CIO unions and the membership of the CIO executive board disclose. 
WE WANT THE WORLD TO KNOW 

But despite these conditions, Mr. Green made it perfectly clear that 
the American Federation of Labor is still ready and willing to meet and 
negotiate with representatives of those who seceded in order to bring 
about reunion. 

On the second day of the convention a new appeal for peace was re- 
ceived from President Roosevelt and read to the convention. President 
Green promptly responded by quoting the closing paragraph of the com- 
pelling section of the executive council’s report dealing with the CIO 
problem. We will quote it again here: 

“Our committee still stands, clothed with authority to function, ready 
to resume negotiations when it is accorded an opportunity to do so. We 
have opened the door of the American Federation of Labor wide and 
completely. We have invited those who left the American Federation of 
Labor to return. We have urged them to come back home and settle 
differences within the family of labor in a sensible, honest and fair way. 
In doing thus we have been inspired by a genuine desire to establish 
here in America a solid, united labor movement through which the eco- 
nomic, social and industrial interests of the workers of the nation can 
be fully and completely served.” 

That position is unassailable. What will the CIO say when it receives 
a similar message from President Roosevelt? There are only two courses 
of action before it. First, the CIO convention can respond as the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has done and agree to resume peace negotia- 
tions. That is what we hope it will do in the interests of peace. But in 
order to do this, the CIO convention will have to override John L. Lewis, 
who broke off the last negotiations and declared “peace was impossi- 
ble.” The only other alternative for the CIO is to uphold the actions of 
its leader and refuse to meet with the A. F, of L. That way lies war and 
eventual suicide for the CIO, because public opinion will not stand for it.

RESOLUTION BY 
MACHINISTS 
HITS LEWIS 


A. F. of L. Hears Resolution 
Presented by State 
Machinists; Lewis Is 
Preventing Peace, It Says 


One of the strongest de- 
nouncements of the CIO and 
its leader, John L. Lewis, since 
its inception was before the 


American Federation of Labor 
convention in Cincinnati this week 
as a result of resolution action by 
the California state conference of 
machinists and the California State 
Federation of Labor at their recent 
conventions in Oakland. 


Sponsored by E. H. Vernon, Auto 
Mechanics’ Lodge No. 1546, of Oak- 
land, adopted by that body and 
presented to the machinists’ con- 
ference, the resolution was adopted 
there and presented to the state 
federation convention, which adopt- 
ed it unanimously and ordered it 
presented to the A. F. of L. con- 
vention. 

“This is perhaps the strong- 
est action taken by any major 
groups since the split in the 
ranks of labor,” said George C. 
Castleman, general vice presi- 
dent for the Pacific coast of 
the international association of 
machinists, “It should be given 
the attention of every body to 
the end that all workers will 
know who is responsible, and 
so that those responsible may 
be eliminated from the picture 
in future peace moves.” 

The resolution bitterly condemns 
Lewis for responsibility in the or- 
iginal division of labor’s ranks, for 
disrupting the first peace confer- 
ence by refusing to be governed by 
the unanimous decision of the joint 
peace conference, and for unneces- 
sary delay in resuming peace nego- 
tiations which were adjourned at 
his request. 


It further expresses “serious 
doubts of any intention on the part 
of John L. Lewis to do anything 
whatever to unify the American 
labor movement, unless that can be 
done through its domination by the 
CIO, and not through the demo- 
cratic processes of self choosing 
by the majority.” 


A. F. of L. Union

The Union Label Trades Depart- 
ment of the American Federation 
of Labor climaxed its most success- 
ful year with the holding of its 


annual convention in Cincinnati,

be done in conjunction with the 
1940 American Federation of Labor 
convention.

In an address to the delegates at 
the union label trades convention 
President William Green stressed 
the growing importance in the na- 
tion’s economic life of the union 
label, the union shop card and the 
union button.

be possible for them to obtain a 
union label. 

Mr. Green also recalled that at a 
conference in his office recently 
between an employer and union 
representatives on the nogotiation 
of a new wage contract, both the 
employer and the union officers be- 
sought him for permission to use 
the union label. 

Other employers all over the 
country, Mr. Green declared, are 
now beginning to realize that the 
union label on their product is a 
potent selling factor because the 
great bulk of the nation’s purchas- 
ing power lies in the purses of 
union workers and their families.

“We are happy to report that we 
have made good progress in this 
field.” 


In another case before the board, 
the brotherhood sought an order 
for an election at the big Radio 
corporation of America plant in 
Camden, N. J., now dealing with 
the CIO. A majority of the firm’s 
6,500 employes have shifted alle- 
giance to the A. F. of L., the broth- 
erhood declared.

The executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor dep- 
recated in strong language the re- 
gime of armed force by the total- 
itarian governments of Europe, 
which is expressed in the invasion 
of other countries and the sacrifice 
of untold multitudes of human be- 
ings in the inhuman struggle for 
power. 


The basic reason underlying the 
present war in Europe, the council 
declared is “the substitution of dic- 
tatorial and autocratic control of 
government for democracy and 
democratic procedure in the ad- 
ministration of governmental af- 
fairs.”

“Germany, under the leadership 
of Hitler, invaded Austria, de 
stroyed its independence and sub- 
jected it to German control. In like 
manner, Hitler led his armies into 
Czechoslovakia seized that country, 
took over the boundary fortifica- 
tions, and substituted nazism for 
democracy. Czechoslovakia is now 
a German-controlled nation. Next, 
Hitler turned to Danzig and in- 
vaded that territory. 

“Poland called upon Great Bri- 
tain and France for military aid 
against the invasion, as promised 
in their treaties. Great Britain and 
France made protests and ex- 
hausted every diplomatic resource 
for peaceful adjustment, and only 
then issued ultimatums preceding 
a declaration of war against Ger- 
many. 


“No one can adequately appraise 
the state of mind caused by fear, 
anxiety and uncertainty among the 
masses of the people of European 
nations at the present moment. 

“The council feels that it can 
with perfect propriety repeat what |! 
it stated in its report a year ago. | 
It is of the opinion that war prep-| 
arations and war grow out of the 
substitution of dictatorial and auto- 
cratic control of government for 
democracy and democratic pro- 
cedure in the administration of 
governmental affairs. 

“We are confident that if the 
people who reside in totalitarian 
nations were in control of their 
government, if in these nations 
there were a rule of the people, by 
the people and for the people, that 
war and the threat of war would 
no longer disturb the peace of the 
world. 

“We can not help but believe that 


the masses of the people in Ger- 
many and other autocratically con- 
trolled countries are peace-loving 
people, men and women who abhor 
war as the masses of the people do 
here in America. We are confident 
their state of mind is similar to 
that which exists here. We are cer- 
tain there would be no threat of 
war if the final decision regarding 
war were vested in the peoples of 
these nations. 
Communism, Nazism and 
Fascism Opposed 

“The American Federation of La- 
bor has consistently and repeatedly 


declared itself against nazism, 
fascism and communism. 
“Dictators who control under 


these autocratic forms of govern- 
ment shape the destinies of the 
nations they control and of the 
people who are subject to their will. 

“Freedom, democracy and demo- 
cratic forms of government mean

Keeps Them Out of Trade Unions 


The influence of the American Federation of Labor in 
barring the communists from affiliation with the international 
labor movement was forcefully described by President Green 
of the A. F. of L. in an address before the annual convention 
of the American Legion in Chicago. 

“The American Federation of Labor,’ Mr. Green said, “is 
affiliated with the international federation of trade unions, 
with headquarters located in Amsterdam, Holland. It is a fed- 
eration of the trade unions of Europe, North America, Central 
America and South America. Because only free, democratic 
trade unions, organized in countries where labor is free, were 
eligible to membership in the international federation of trade 
unions the so-called government-established and government- 
controlled unions of Italy, Germany and Russia were denied 


affiliation. 


“At a convention of this great congress of labor which was 
held at Zurich, Switzerland, on July 5, 1939, a resolution was 
introduced and supported by delegates representing the British 
and French trade union movements which called for the ac- 
ceptance of the communist, soviet (Red) Russian unions into 
membership in this international organization. 

“The American Federation of Labor has never knowingly 
accepted communists into membership. Because of our un- 
compromising opposition to communism and our refusal to ac- 
cept communists as members of the American Federation of 
Labor, our representative joined with delegates from Belgium, 
Denmark, Finland, Luxembourg, Palestine, Holland, Poland, 
Sweden and Switzerland in opposition to the admission of these 
communist soviet Russian unions into affiliation with the inter- 
national federation of trade unions. 

“The proposal was defeated. The vote of the representa- 
tive of the American Federation of Labor proved to be de- 
cisive. We saved the situation and through our vote and in- 
fluence preserved and maintained the international federation 
of trade unions as a free, independent, democratic institution, 
free from the taint of communism.” 

The representative of the American Federation of Labor 
to whom Mr. Green referred is Robert J. Watt, who, in addi- 
tion to being the international representative of the A. F. of L., 
is a member of the governing body of the international labor 
organization, Geneva, Switzerland,

DEMANDS UPHOLDING 
OF LABOR STANDARDS 


Uncle Sam was notified this week 
by the women’s trade union league 
that women workers in industry 
will not stand for any destruction 
of labor’s rights or of social legis- 
lation under cover of the “war 
emergency.” 

The league, which promotes the 
unionization of feminine workers, 
made public a statement demand- 
ing that in any plans developed by 
the government for mobilization of 
America’s resources in wartime “la- 
bor standards must be preserved.” 

All boards set up to undertake 
such mobilization should have ade- 
quate labor representation, the 
league insisted. It also called upon 
the department of labor and the 
federal security agency to work 
for such safeguards. 


Cotton-Rubber Trade 
Called Yankee Trick 


Sam. 

Gompers, son of the late presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Labor, passed the 71-year mark 


and under _ federal regulations 
should have retired on a pension a 
year ago. 


At that time Roosevelt issued a 
special executive order permitting 
Gompers to remain at his post for 
a year, and this week he again ex- 
empted the chief clerk from the 
retirement rule for an additional 
12 months. 

It is to the “public interest,” the 
president said in his proclamation, 


that Gompers stay on the job that 
he has administered so efficiently | 
for 21 years. 


Uncle Sam, apparently, is getting 
the better of a bargain with John 
Bull to exchange 680,000 bales of 
surplus cotton for 82,000 tons of 
rubber. Some people say it looks 
like a Yankee trick. 

At current prices, it was revealed 
this week, the man with the chin 
whiskers already has a §%20,000,000 
advantage, because the price of 
cotton has declined while the price 
of rubber is affected with war 
fever. 

Department of agriculture offi- 
cials predicted that rubber would 
continue to gain, but could see no 
immediate improvement in cotton 
prices.

4,000,000 YOUTH 
OUT OF WORK 


In this country today there are 
more than 4,000,000 young people 
who are out of school and out of 
work—youth, eager, ready and will- 
ing to work, but who can’t find 
jobs, no matter how earnestly they 
search. 


That tragedy was emphasized as 
one of the nation’s greatest prob- 
lems in a radio broadcast this 
week by Aubrey Williams, head of 
the national youth administration. 
As long as these young men and 
women are idle, he said, they rep- 
resent almost a total loss to the 
country. 


Since 1933, when the federal gov- 
ernment launched its relief pro- 
gram, nearly 5,000,000 of these “for- 
gotten” youngsters have been given 
work through the civilian conser- 
vation corps and the national 
youth administration. For the $1,- 
500,000,000 in wages paid out, Will- 
iams said, the people have received 
substantial return. 

“When the federal government 
makes an investment in its youth 
or in the country’s natural re- 
sources” Williams said, “some peo- 
ple call it spending. True, it is 
spending, but it is spending which 
should be chalked up on the credit 
rather than the debit side of the 
government’s ledger. 

“Surely an educated and well 
trained boy or girl is more of an 
asset to the country than an illit- 
erate youth who has never worked 
or who has been employed only in 
the simplest forms of manual la- 
bor. If the C. C. C. and the N. Y¥. A. 
creates such an asset, as they have 
done in thousands of cases, then 
we must think of their appropria- 
tions as an investment in the coun- 
try’s resources.”

Stockton Fire Fighters Win 
Fight on Civil Service 

At the election held this week at 
Stockton, California, on the ques- 


tion of substitu- 


ting a new type 


of civil service 
b% for the members 


of the Stockton 
fire department, 
the plan was de- 
feated by a vote 


of three to one. 
The plan which it has been al- 
leged was sponsored by the mer- 


chants and manufacturers’ ex- 
change would have placed the fire- 
men-in a system that would have 
resulted in a return to the “spoils 
system” and all of the evils at- 
tached thereto. 

The campaign on the part of the 
proponents of the so-called new 
plan of civil service was so bitter 
that firemen were afraid to take 
any part in opposition to it be- 
cause of threats of reprisals and it 
was not until labor, backed by the 
international fire fighters’ associa- 
tion, took a hand that any attempt 
was made to defeat the plan. 

Three weeks ago when labor first 
decided to intercede in behalf of 
the firemen the odds against the 
firemen was better than two and 
one-half to one, and these odds 
had been reduced to three to one 
in favor of the firemen two days 
before the election. 

The international fire fighters’ 
association sent Mr. Arthur Berg- 
feld, a former Oakland fireman, to 
Stockton to conduct the campaign 
on behalf of the firemen, and this 
was done so successfully that the 
opposition themselves stated that 
the fight against their measure 
was the cleanest ever made in 
Stockton. The results of the elec- 
tion have definitely shown that la- 
bor can win if they set their minds 
to the task. 

Labor leaders in Stockton claim 
that the fight was just a begin- 
ning of a campaign against labor 
and that the defeat of the measure 
insures Stockton of labor peace for 
some time to come, 

At last reports Mr. Bergfeld, the 
former Oakland fireman, was be- 
ing offered the keys to the city of 
Stockton; however, the interna- 
tional officers have instructed him 
to return to Oakland immediately 
as it is the intention to start a 
campaign to organize every fire- 
man in the state of California and 
bring them into the fold of organ- 
ized labor under the banner of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the international fire fighters’ asso- 
ciation, 


An anti-picketing ordinance at 
Yakima, Wash., was wiped out by 
the Washington state supreme 


court this week. The court held the 
ordinance was unconstitutional and 
infringed workers’ civil rights.
